Senate Would Curb 
Department of

WASHINGTON,—(INS)—A new 
| conflict between the legislative and 
executive branches of the govern- 
ment arose today with the adoption 
by the senate of the Glass resolu- 
tion, calling upon the state de- 
partment to “desist from the 
dangerous practice” passing upon 
the flotation of foreign loans in 
this country. 

The resolution slipped through 
the senate late Thursday night 
with only a handful of senators 
present. It was sponsored by sen- 
ator Carter Glass (D) of Virginia, 
a former secretary of the treasury, 
and a long-time foe of the state 
department’s practice of advising 
with international bankers on the 
Gesirability of their foreign finan- 
cing operations. 

The adoption of the resolution 
is the culmination of a ten-year 
fight against the practice of the 
partment to “desist from the 
loans. * 

Officially, the state department 
has always denied that it did pass 
upon them, but in practice it in- 
sists that American bankers shall 
consult the department before un- 
dertaking any foreign financing 
in order to ascertain whether the 
government has “any objections” 
to a particular piece of financing.

Where The Producer Is Bilked 
A subscriber of the Free Press,has given us a copy of 
The Baliard Yeoman, published at Wickliffe, Ky. Maybe we 
are a little partial to this state becAuse we lived “down ip 
old Kaintuck” for “quite a spell” at one time and never met 
a more hospitable bunch of people. They are having their 
problems down there the same as the rest of us, and some of 
the things that are being said are equally applicable in this 
and other sections of the country. Edgar L. Thompson is a 
candidate for commissioner of agriculture and in an address 
to Kentucky voters, as printed in the Ballard paper, he makes 
some pertinent comments. 

He says that the freight rate on farm implements ship- 
ped from Moline, Ill., to Galveston Tex., to be used by Ameri- 
can farmers is $1.37 per hundred, but if this same machinery 
was to go to a foreign country the rate is only 87 cents. 
Farm. machinery shipped from Chicago to New Orleans~-to 
be used by southern farmers is 73 cents a hundred, but the 
same machinery shipped to the same city but going abroad, 
the rate is 41 1-2 cents a hundred. 

From Waterloo, Ia., to Savannah, Ga., if the machinery 
is to be used in America, the rate is $1.03 a hundred, but if 
the machinery is to go to South America, Russia or some 
other foreign country, where it will be used to grow wheat

3. The reason for their appoint- 
ment (v. 2). It was the greatness of 
the harvest and the fewness of the 
laborers. 

4. The force back of missions 
‘(y. 2). The disciples were instructed 
to pray the Lord of the harvest to 
send‘forth laborers. Prayer indited 
by the Holy Spirit has been back 
of every missionary enterprise. 
‘JI. The Seventy Instructed 

(vv. 3-16) 

4. As to the source of their com- 
mission (v.3). “I send you.” Every- 
thing depends upon the authority 
of the commission. No missionary 
should go forth without the con- 
sciousness of being sent by the 
ae ‘As to the dangers confronting 
them (v. 3). Missionaries thrust 
forth by the Lord will be exposed 

deadly peril. 
~ roy their support (v. 4). Be- 
ing sent forth by the Lord, they 
were to look to him to provide for 
their need. © Bt 

4. As to the speed of their mis- 
sion (v. 4). So urgent was the need 
of the speedy evangelization of the 
Jewish territory that the distrac- 
tions of social ‘intercoursé were to 
be omitted. 

5. As to behavior in homes where 
received (vv. 5-9). 

a. Offer the peace of the gospel 
(vv. 5, 6). This is to be done re- 
gardingless as to. whether it will 
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be received or not. 
flex blessing 
gospel. 

b. Do not shift quarters (vv. 7, 8). 
Missionaries should remain in the 
home where they have been re- 
ceived, content with what is given 
them. They should not demand 
better food and more comfortable 
quarters than are commonly pro- 
vided. 

c.-Heal the sick (v. 9). These dis- 
ciples were given power to heal the 
sick. The ministers of Christ 
should seek, to give relief to those 
in distress and use every opportun- 
ity to proclaim the gospel message. 

6. The awful fate of those who 
reject Christ’s message (vv.10-16). 
Their case is more hopeless thar. 
that of Sodom. Those who reject 
Christ’s messengers reject Christ 
and reject the Heavenly Father 
who sent him. 

Ill. The Return of the Seventy 

(vv. 17-24) 

1. Their report (v. 17). They 
were highly elated. They found 
that they could not only heal the 
sick, but cast out demons also. It 
is easy even in Christian service to 
be spoiled by our successes. 

2. Jesus’ answer (vv. 18-24). (a) 
He told them that it was no sur- 
prise to him (vv. 18 and 19). With 
prophetic eye, he saw their suc- 
cess as indicating that time when 
the prince of this world would be 
overthrown (Johne12:31). By vir- 
tue of his mighty triumph over 
Satan, he assures them that they 
need have no fear of what should 
befall them. (b) Real cause for re- 
joicing (v. 20). He promptly re- 
buked them, telling them that 
their chief joy should be because 
of their heavenly relation, not be- 
cause of these miraculous gifts. (c) 
Jesus’ exultation (vv. 21, 22). The 
consciousness that soon the victory 
would be won because God had 
committed all things unto him and 
that only as men received him 
could they know the Father caused 
him to rejoice in what was being 
accomplished. (d) Congratulates 
the disciples (vv.

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The above hand which was 
played in a social game of Contract 
Bridge in Philadelphia recently, 
produced a most remarkable situa- 
tion. In actual play South, think- 
ing it best to bid for game and 
pre-empt simultaneously, called 
five Diamonds which East doubled. 
There were various ways in which 
the hand might have been bid, but 
all sound methods would produce 
the same result. A six-Diamond 
bid would not have been justified. 

When the hand was played, West 
led a Spade which South ruffled. 
South then led the King of Dia- 
monds and was horrified to find 
the five outstanding Diamonds all 
held by East who ducked the first 
Diamond trick by playing the first 
Diamond trick by playing the Four 
on it. South then led the Queen 
of Diamonds, and this time East 
won with the Ace and led another 
Spade which South Trumped. 

South now led a Heart and 
North won with the Ace and fol- 
lowed with the Queen of Hearts on 
which East played the King. If 
East had held up the King, South 
would not have ruffed; but the King 
of Hearts called for a third ruff by 
South, reducing his trumps to ex- 
actly the number held by East. 

To trick 7 South led the Queen of 
Clubs, winning in dummy with the 
King. That was followed by a good 
Heart from dummy, South discard- 
ing the Ace of Clubs; and then an- 
other winning Heart which East 
ruffed and South  over-ruffed. 
Dummy was put in the lead a sec- 
ond time with Clubs, this time the 
Nine being led and the Ten taking 
the trick and another Heart fol- 
lowed. East now was in a hope- 
less position; as a matter of fact 
he trumped, South over-ruffed and 
made twelve tricks in spite of Ace- 
Ten and three small trumps in one 
adverse hand. 

East might have saved one trick 
by holding up the Ace of trumps a 
second time or by discarding a Club 
instead of ruffing dummy’s Heart 
at trick 9, but he could not have 
defeated the declaration he had 
doubled.

$5,000,000.

Some Ideas About - 
New Ball

YORK — When Connie 
Mack, who manages the world 
champion Athletics, won the Bok 
$10,000 award last year as the gen- 
tleman who had contributed most 
to the city of Philadelphia, some 
of the great minds of the country 
collapsed like a pop fly behind sec- 
ond base. It was recorded that 
never before in the history of the 
country had the intelligentsia suf- 
fered such a kick in the pants and 
it was generally agreed among men 
of brains that the spirit of Ben 
Franklin must have gone through 
a shudder or two. 

But the row of horse collars sus- 
tained in the award by the artists, 
writers, sculptors, architects, min- 
isters and others supposed to live 
by their thinking, today appeared 
entirely proper and fitting. For 
this bright morning we discover 
that Mr. Mack has not only fully 
justified the Bok prize but has 
with considerable force placed him- 
self in nomination for special no- 
tice of the boys who hand out the 
Nobel thousands. 

Indeed an entirely new light on 
why Mr- Mack gained recognition 
in Philadelphia outside the ball 
park filtered northward from Fort 
Myers, Fla., where the Athletics are 
in school for the coming season. 

Mr. Mack and Einstein 
It seems that Prof. Mack 
emerged from his library and of- 
fered to the world a new philoso- 
phy and manual of science for ath- 
letes with the statement that. the 
recently adopted “snail” ball in 
baseball will probably not make the 
slightest difference but that pitch- 
ers are going to think there is a 
big difference and in that way a 
tremendous effect will be regis- 
tered. 
“At least the pitchers will think 
they have a better grip on the ball 
and it should be mentally effec- 
tive, if not as great an actual as- 
sistance,” declared Prof. Mack, as 
he idly thumbed a well-worn vol- 
ume of knat. 
Certainly this statement, brief as 
it was, marked the dawn of a new | 
era in baseball, to date considered | 
largely a game of brawn. It should 
open up an entire new field in the 
great national game.

3o0od Progress Being

CHICAGO—(INS)—Speeding of 
tate and federal construction in 

sonnection with the Illinois water- 
way project has led authorities to 
predict that gulf-to-the-lakes traf- 
fic will be moving over the route 
by 1933, the year of the Chicago 
world fair. 

After a conference with Henry 
H. Kohn, state director of pur- 
chases and construction, Col. W. 
Cc. Weeks, U. S. army engineer, an- 
nounced ‘that the war department 
has approved designs for bridges at 
Rupy street and Jackson street in 
Joliet. 

It was also learned that federal 
engineers approved plans for the 
McDonough street span at Joliet. 

Bridge Bids Soon 

Bids for two of the spans will be 
advertised in a few weeks, state of- 
ficials said. Five bridges will be 
built by the state at Joliet at a 
cost of $1,500,000. The two other 
bridges are to be at Jefferson and 
Cass streets. 

Additional bridges will be con- 
structed at Brandon’s road, Smith’s 
highway, Marseilles and Ottawa at a 
cost of approximately $1,000,000. 
Spans at Seneca and Morris will be 
built by the state division of high- 
ways. 

Approximately $2,700,000 remains 
of the $20,000,000 waterway bond 
issue authorized by the constitu- 
tional amendment of 1908, a sum 
considered ample for the bridge 
construction. 

Need Two Years 

‘Our objective,” Col. Weeks said, 
“is to have the waterway complet- 
ed for the navigation season of 1933 
on the government’s part of the 
work. The outlook is that every- 
thing will be finished by April of 
that year. Our hope is that by the 
time the World fair opens, barges

In quoting a Bureau of Railway 
economic bulletin from Washington | 
Toussaint said that the price cut- 
ting bus and truck competition was 
intensifying the railroad unemploy- 
ment problem... Railroad freight 
rates, he said were fixed by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 
The bus and truck companies were 
restrained by no such commission, 
and were consequently able to 
undersell shipping in times of de- 
pression. 

To Discuss “Grants” 

One of the topics for discussion 
on Saturday night will be the land 
“grants” by the government to the 
railroads when the first lines were 
opening this territory. The ar- 
rangement made with the railroads 
specified that all government goods, 
including the mails, and in time of 
war, troops and munitions be car- 
ried at half rate. 

This arrangement has continued, 
and although the land grants 
amounted to millions of acres, the | 
price per acre before the railroads 
were installed was 
cases one dollar or below. In some, 
districts, the land was selling for | 
twenty-five cents an a¢re. Now| 
this land is being paid for at the/ 
rate of more than four and a half | 
million dollars annually, and the 
value of the surrounding territory 
has increased to an approximate 
two hundred dollars an acre. 

Though the land granted to the) 
railroads might have netted the 
roads a large return if properly ex- | 
ploited, the land was let go at 
prices of a pre-railroad level-—a dol- | 
lar an acre or below, it was explain- 
ed by Mr. Toussaint. 

No National Regulation 

Although some states are limiting | 
the length, weight and speed of | 
busses and trucks, there is no na- 
tional regulations of them and there 
is no rate regulation. They travel 
on highways built at state expense. | 

Mr. Toussaint believes the condi- | 
tion has a direct bearing on the

Four of the negroes were bap- 
tized Thursday and these were the 
first to go in the series of death 
marches that began at 5 .’clock 
and continued for virtually two 
hours.
